The Attorney General moved the 
nocond rendjius of o Bill’ entitled the 
Gambling Ordinances 1800. ‘The -Biil 
repealed Ordinance 9 of 1876, which 
in ile turn repealed a syatem which oxieted 
under the Good Order and Cleanliness 
Ordinance af 1867 -by which the Govern. | 
ment wad anthorised to pass’ reguiations 
for the contro! ond liccnsing of public | 
houaca. Under these regulations thore wits a 
certain number of houses licensed for public 
gato bling in Hongkang. He believed a large 
Tevenuo was derived from: it, but that 
ayatern was put an end to by Ordinance 9 of 
1876, which'with n slight amondmont made 
in 1888 was the present Jaw of tha Colony, 
He did not think that Ordinance 9 of 1876 
was a groat suceeds,. Early in 1879, on 
account of tho.largo extunt. of public gam- 
bling which then oxisted, a committee waa 
appoidted to enquire into the mattor and 
to suyyest what changes Were nocesuury in 
order lo putastoy togambling ‘That com- 
mittco for yariuns reasons never made a 
rogular report, but they thought that that 
law otrictly carried “out woald moet 
tho requiroments of the case. Binco 
1876 the qnestion of public gambling had 
constantly engugad-the attention of Guvern- 
ment. Thoro had beer complaints as to tho 
amount of public gambling and aa to men 
having. been killed in escaping from tho 
raids inado by tho police. . In 1888 a letter 
was tranamitted from the Captain Super- 
intondent of Pulico to tha Government 
pointing out, the largo number of clubs 
which existed in Hongkong and which 
were nothing mote nor less than gainbling 
houses, In that year a Committee, which 
was appointed, suggested thy registration 
of those Chinese Olubs, No decision was 
come to on that question. An ordin- 
ance was printed, referred to tho At- 
torney Genoral, and then sent buck to, 
the Committee, but nothing came of it:
